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Peck re-elected 
mayor by 
EJ residents

Former East Jordan Mayor Russ Peck will soon be 
appointed as mayor to fill the vacancy left by his own 
resignation. 

Peck fended off a last minute challenge by write-in 
candidate Harry Watson. 


Although Watson entered the race only a few weeks 
ago, the margin of victory for Peck was surprisingly 
slim. 

Watson, also a former EJ mayor, received about 
201 votes to Peck’s 240, Another 22 votes went to 
other write-ins. 

A number of East Jordan citizens approached 
Watson as a candidate when Peck angrily resigned his 
position Oct. 19. Before the incident, Peck had been 
running unopposed. 

Three council seats were also decided in the Nov. 2 
election. 

Charlevoix County Snowmobile Council President 
Mike Dionne was edged out by Sherry Meredith 
Sineway for First Ward council seat. Sineway re- 
ceived 78 votes to Dionne’s 51. 

Sineway will take the seat of retiring First Ward 
member Russ Gee. 

In the Second Ward, Jerry Cihak lost his seat to 
Brian Sweet,.64 to 70. 

Cihak was appointed to the council Aug. 17 to 
replace Ralph Kitson. Kitson resigned in the after- 
math of a controversial hearing involving city DPW 
foreman Butch Breakey. 

Cihak was chosen for the vacancy because he won 

the most votes in the August primary for the seat. 
Sweet came in second in the primary. 
- Third Ward council member Lyle Etcher was nar- 
rowly re-elected with the vote 89 to 83. He also faced 
a strong write-in campaign.

Churchill's 


What’s 
ina 
name?

I know genealogy can be boring as the dickens if 
you are not interested. However, the name Churchill 
seems to generate questions as to my ancestry. Here 
goes. 

Josiah Churchill sailed over on the “Speedwell” in 
1643. He had been a Red Coat soldier in the Pequoit 
Indian Wars around Fairfield, Conn. He sailed to 
England, got his discharge, and came back to marry 
the Governor’s daughter, Elizabeth Foote. Nathaneal 
Foote was the Governor. 

I am ninth generation in this country and my com- 
puter tells me I have had 512 ancestors in the interim. 
That makes the Churchill genes very few and far 
between. 

My great-grandfather and some brothers drove their 
cattle across the ice at Port Huron in 1836. Grandfa- 
ther Norvell was bom in Berlin Township in 1840, 
near Almont. 

Back to the beginning. William The Conqueror 
brought three de Coreal Brothers from Normandy 
with him to the Battle of Hastings in 1066. He gave 
them English estates for their services. The name was 
later Anglicized to Churchill. At 30 years per genera- 
tion, that makes it approximately 31 generations since 
The Hastings Battle. 

It would take pages of who begat who to get a full 
family tree. As my line of the Churchills branched off 
from the three several generations before General 
John Churchill was knighted, we are not entitled to the 
Coat of Arms. (Many old Churchill die-hard Patriots

On ham radio, the late Bill Martineck used to call 
me “Chamberlin,” no respect there, God love Bill. It 
was a take-off on WW II Chamberlin, (the Peace at 
any Price, Prime Minister). 

(Believe it ornot), Ripley, said the one-man army of 
the Revolutionary War was aJoseph Churchill. Maybe 
some younger relative of mine would like to follow up 
on that and find out if he descended from Josiah or 
John who sailed over on the Speedwell in 1643 also. 
He settled in Manimet or SouthPlymouth. As my wife 
Mary is from there I have had opportunities to look 
over Churchill’s landing very carefully. The present 
owners are Chinese Churchills. I guess a whaling 
Churchill Sea Captain brought home a Chinese wife. 

A William Churchill settled in Virginia before the 
Revolution, hence Churchills fought their cousins in 
the Civil War. 

As I have been taking notes for years, I could go on 
for pages, but will close with the following. As of 
1988, there were approximately 3,479 Churchill house- 
hoids in the USA, 533 in Canada, and 302 in Austra- 
lia. Computers tell it all.

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She came to town to teach the children of Central 
Lake. The youngest in a family of 12, Ruby Childs 
spent two years attending normal college to prepare 
herself for what was to be a gratifying lifetime profes- 
sion. 

It was a scary challenge to this 20-year-old as she 
stepped off the train in this town so strange to her. But 
the warmth with which she was greeted and treated 
soon put her at ease and was the sustaining factor that 
made her life here so enjoyable. 

“T felt like a country bumpkin with my tiny suitcase 
when another new teacher was arriving at the same 
time from Chicago with her huge trunk, full of clothes,” 
Ruby remembered. She went directly to the home of 
Mrs. Fox (Homer’s mother) on State Street where she 
had heard she could rent a room. 

Life at the Fox home wasn’t the typical rooming 
house situation as she was offered wonderful meals, 
home-made bread and cookies and most of all, warm 
friendship. Her pupils would come out of the way, on 
their way to school, just to walk her to school. She 
soon became acquainted with the families of her 
students and they all cooperated in making the school 
experience the best possible. 

For $900 a year she taught two grades and coached 
girls basketball. “And I certainly didn’t know much 
about basketball!’ In remembering those days with 
her typical pleasant expression she reflected, “It was 
a lovely situation; it was a nice time.” 

Ruby enjoyed an active social life in Central Lake. 
Another teacher, Wayne Childs, offered to take her to 
get her teaching certificate and that tumed out to be 
the start of a lifetime relationship. 

Ruby and Wayne loved to dance. They square- 
danced at the Odd Fellows on Friday nights and 
round-danced in Charlevoix on Saturday nights. 

In winter the popular sport was sliding down Dean 
Hill. She laughed as she recalled the time she and 
Wayne pulled their bobsled all the way up the steep 
hill and somehow, while tuming around, she ended up 
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on the sled before Wayne was seated. ‘‘Suddenly I was 
on my way down all by myself!” 

Ruby and Wayne were married in 1930 and they 
both taught for a short time until the decision was 
made to consolidate the schools. A new rule was made 
that married women could not teach. 

“The only thing in town women couldn’t do was 
work with children,” Ruby remembered — a philoso- 
phy she has never understood. That created a hardship 
for the young couple as they both had education loans

Finnegan’s Week 
By Joseph Wambaugh 

As usual with Joseph Wambaugh novels, the myriad 
of characters cover all facets of the social strata. A 
middle-ages cop who aspires to be an actor but with a 
level of talent that causes his agent to advise him not to 
quit his day job. And Jules Temple, a sleaze who just 
happens to own a waste disposal company, which isn’t 
to careful where they dump the material. 

The plot takes some unique twists assisted by Abel, 
the slightly larcenous truckdriver, and his partner Shelby, 
a gap-toothed biker who disdains soap, water and clean 
clothes for drugs of any kind. Woven into the plot is the 
theft of some shoes from a Navy warehouse, the illegal 
dumping of hazardous waste in Mexico by Jules’s 
drivers, a very descriptive narration of a fight in a biker’s 
bar and numerous other subplots. 

In the end the good guys nearly win while the bad guys 
get their just rewards in some unusual fashion. The 
dialog is quick, interspersed with some earthy figures of 
speech, but all in all it conforms well with the characters. 

While this book will not win the Pulitzer prize, readers 
will find this an excellent way to forget about high taxes, 
lousy television programs and Washington politics.

knitting many items in and out of class. 

She found her fifth-graders “interesting, because 
they knew so much.” When she first started teaching 
she had about 14 pupils a class but after consolidation 
she was given both fifth and sixth-graders, and her 
Classes sometimes would number about 40. 

During these years her husband Wayne continued 
as ateacher of seventh and eighth-graders and coached 
sports. He also spent several years serving as princi- 
pal and then as superintendent. He later went into 
farming for a couple of years but retumed to teaching 
social studies to complete his 30-year teaching career. 

Her experiences as a teacher have provided Ruby 
with an interesting perspective about education and 
the role of the teacher and family in the community. 
“There are a lot of good things children don’t leam in 
books,” she commented. “Parents were different. The 
cooperation and help of local parents were what made 
my job so rewarding.” 

Today, this youthful 84-year-old lives in the same 
house she and Wayne shared, one they purchased as 
asmall three-bedroom tar-paper covered house. With 
the additions over the years it is now a comfortable 
and inviting home on a beautiful piece of property 
overlooking a stream on the edge of town. 

Ruby resides there with her son, drives her own car

PUBLIC NOTICE 
SNOWPLOWING SERVICE -UNIMPROVED COUNTY ROADS 


Because of limitations imposed by narrowness, trees, stumps, steep grades and soft surfaces, the Antrim 
County Road Commission is unable to provide snowplowing service on unimproved county roads. In order 
to provide such service, the unimproved road must be improved (including gravel surfacing) to minimum 
plowing standards. 


The following procedure is established to provide for such road improvement to allow county 

snowplowing: 

1: Person requesting improvement apply to the township board in the township where the roadis located. 

2. Township board requests the road commission to inspect the road and jointly determine if the 

improvement is justified. If the improvement is approved, the road commission will submit an estimate of 
the cost of the necessary improvement. 

3. Upon approval of the project the road commission will agree to pay for 1/3 of its costs. The remaining 
_2/3 of the cost must be met by others, such as the township, the peregn requesting the service or other 
_ interested parties. 

4. The roadcommissionwill schedule the workto bedone. The person requesting the improvement shall 

deposit his share of the estimated cost with the road commission before the work is started. The allan 


may authorize their participation in the work by resolution. - 


The above procedure is a restatement of existing road commission policy adopted on January 18, 1973. 
Persons living on or considering living on unimproved county roads are herewith advised of the necessary 


| procedure: for having such roads improved for wintertime plowing.

PUBLIC NOTICE 


ANTRIM COUNTY ORDINANCE NO. 2(1977) 
PARKING ON ROAD RIGHT-OF-WAY & 
PLOWING DRIVEWAYS 


The following ordinance is published to remind 
residents of certain practices which: 


A. Interfere with plowing of county roads; 

B. Create serious hazards to the traveling public; 
and 

C. Expose violators to substantial penalties as 
well as personal liability in the vent of accidents 
caused by such activities. 


SECTION 1. No person shall park or abandon 
any vehicle or other objects or occupy the right- 
of-way of a public road in any manner which 
interferes with snow removal or maintenance on 
any public highway, street or alley. 


SECTION 2. No person shall park or abandon 
any vehicle or other objects or occupy the right- 
of-way of a public road in any manner which 
encumbers, obstructs, or endangers the use of 
any public highway, street or alley. 


SECTION 3. No person shall deposit on any 
public highway, street or alley or the right-of-way 
thereof, snow. or ice which .has been removed 
from private driveways or private property. 


SECTION 4. The County Clerk is hereby directed 
to cause this ORDINANCE to be published as 
soon as possible in all newspapers of general 
circulation inthe County. This ORDINANCE shall 
take effect sixty (60) days after its adoption by the 
Board of Commissioners. 


SECTION 5. Any person who shall be convicted 
of a violation of this ORDINANCE shall be subject 
to a fine not to exceed One Hundred Dollars 
($100.00) or imprisonment in the County Jail for 
ninety (90) days or both. .

Russ Peck was not presiding as mayor at the Nov. 
2 meeting of the East Jordan City Council, but he still 
claimed a share of the attention. 

- The first order of council business was to establish 
how “temporarily resigning” Peck would be replaced 
until a mayor was selected on Election Day. 

The council decided to follow past practice and 
appoint whoever received the most votes in the may- 
oral election. Peck later won the election with a vote 
of 240. , 

Peck was in the audience as the council made the 
decision. 

“T am asking for resignation because of my beliefs, 
Peck reiterated. “Should I be the top vote getter I 
would be willing to serve.” 

Council member Ruth Gee objected to the condi- 
tions Peck assigned to his resignation. 

“T neverheard of a ‘temporary resignation’ before,’ 
said Gee. “Either he resigns or he doesn’t resign.” 

But Gee agreed with the rest of council that the 
people’s vote should determine who would fill the 
vacant position until inauguration in January. Guy 
Vallance cast the only negative vote. 

Before the council moved beyond the issue of the 
mayor’s resignation, council member and mayor pro 
tem Greg Chappuies made a statement. 

“T feel the people of the Second Ward were done a 
disservice — neither Jerry Cihak or myself knew Jerry 
Alward was being considered (as police chief).” 

“At first I thought it was a quick and frivolous 
decision,” Chappuies continued, “but then I learned it 
was not.” 

Chappuies went on to say that he wasn’t made 
aware of any interviews or deliberations proceeding. 
He feels that if the other members are truly concemed 
about a splintered council, he and Cihak would have 
been included. 

Cihak concurred and expressed concem that the 
action was unfair to other possible candidates for the 
position. 

Audience member Lee Amold asked why the new 
chief was chosen in this manner. 

“Because the council has the power to do it,” replied 
retiring First Ward councilman Russ Gee. 

Gee seemed annoyed later when downtown busi- 
ness owner Arlon Leonard repeatedly accused coun- 
cilmembers of behind-closed-doors meetings to make 
the decision. 

“There weren’t any secret meetings,” said Gee. He 
explained that he only discussed the issue with one 
other council member, Lyle Etcher.
